The question, "Is ice cream to be 


considered as milk?" coino up in a 
Glasgow case of some importance 
from a sanitary point of view, which 
•was settled in the Bntish high court 
of judiciary. Its prominent features 
were these: During oue summer and 
autumn some cases of fever were 
foimd to have been caused by the use 
of ice cream, and at the same tone 
eoiue unsavory revelations were 
made as to the manner in which the 
manxif ucture and storage of ice cream 
are carried on in English cities, .par- 
ticularly in the overcrowded ujid dir- 
ty dwellings of foreigners, into wliose 
hands the trade has largely fallen. 


In order to bring these dealers un- 


der the sanitary regulations applica- 
ble to purveyor*, of milk, the Glas- 
gow local authority brought a test 
case Before the sheriff's court and 
won it. The sheriffs decision was 
reversed on apjieal by the higher 
court. A man who sells ice cream, 
therefore, which consists almost eu- 
tiroly of milk, with a little flour uud 
flavoring, is not a purveyor of milk 
in the sense which the English stat- 
ute requires aud ia consequently not 
amenable to the law.-fc'colfeuiau.
